The Two Parties Stand Dead- 
Locked in the House. 


THE PROSPECTS OF THF TARIFF. 


The President Invited to Visit Texas—The 
Colored Exposition in , 
Atlanta. 

Wasninotow, April 9%.—[Special.]—The 
deadlock still continues, and any sort of a set- 
tlement except a complete surrender on one 
gide or the other seems not to be hoped for. 
Every one acknowledges that the time fora 
compromise has passed, and both sides seem 
determined to hold out until their opponents 
surrender. The obstructionists are more deter- 
mined than ever, and appear to be strength- 
ening their position. The speaker remains 
firmly with the filibusters, which, in connec- 
tion with the fact that the president agrees 
with the principle they are fighting for, has 
undoubtedly made them more determined 
than ever. The deadlock may be set down as 
one of the straws which indicate the direction 
of the wind.JFive days having been consumed, 
the bill still remains where it was. 

Tuesday, a werk from tomorrow, is the time 
fixed upon for the consideration of the tariff 
bill in the house; but will it be considered 
then? That’s the question that is just now 

gitating the minds of the revenue reformers, 
and, judging from present, indications, it is as- 
sumed that the tariff bill is doomed for this 
session. At the caucus Saturday night the 
friends of tariff reform were somewhat de- 
pressed over the prospects for the considera- 
tion of the tariff bill. It has been quietly 
passed along the line that the only way in 
which the tariff bill can be defeatedis by the 
talking-to-death process, and the opponents of 
the measuae are already preparing themselves 
for the fight. The plan of operation, as out- 
lined, is forthe republicans to offer their bill 
as a substitute for the Mills measure. Of 
course, they expect their proposition to be 
voted down. After that question has been 
settled they will call for the reading 
of the bill by paragraphs, and _ for 
each of the paragraphs they will have some 
sort of an amendment to offer, which will ne- 
cessitate a yea and nay vote. By this policy 
they claim that it will be impossible for the 
democrats to pass the bill before the meeting 
of the convention in St. Louis in June, and 
therefore the democracy will be placed in an 
awkward position on the leading issue of the 
campaign. Therepublicans claim that such 
a course will redound,to their credit, because 
they will show the country, the workingmen 
and manufacturers, that, although a minority, 
they worked earnestly to have the tariff revised 
on protection principles, and therefore they are 
not responsible for the passage of a free-trade 
measure. 

Another proposition that is likely to cause a 
dead lock in the house, is the amended bond 
purchase bill, passed by the senate. It is un- 
derstood that the administration is opposed to 
the Beck silver amendment, and a strong 
effort will be made in the house to have the 
Beck amendment killed, but the silver men 
say the bond purchase bill can only pass in its 
present shape, and that the president wil! not 
veto it, however much he may dislike the bill. 
The people of the country are not in favor of 
the scheme to contract the circulating medium, 
and the Beck amendment prevents that. 

When a recess was taken at 10:15 tonight, 
until 11:45 tomorrow. both sides were as firm 
asever, andit isevident the deadlock will 
last some days yet. e 

The adulterated lard bill will come up for 
consideration by the committee on agriculture 
on the 25th, and there is now’ no doubt but 
that it will be defeated in the committee room. 
Mr. Hatch, chairman of the committee, is said 
to have acknowledged that he has no hopes of 
carrying the bill through his committee. 

Senator Coke, of Texas, and other congress- 
men from that state have invited the presi- 
dent to visit Texas during the week the new 
state capitol at Austin is to be dedicated, The 
dedication occurs on the 16th of May. The 
president promised to accept if he found it 
possible at that time. 

Mr. Clements - today introduced 
petitions from the merchants, capitalists and 
business men of Atlanta, and from the colored 
citizens of Atlanta, praying congress for an 
appropriation in aid of the national colored 
exposition. The petition was accompanied by 
a resolution of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce indorsing the exposition, a resolution 
from the city council commending it, two edi- 
torial articles from Tur CONSTITUTION and 
one from the Capitol indorsing it, a resolution 
passed by the Driving club tendering its 
grounds, also a resolotion adopted by the]Pied- 
mont exposition company tendering the use of 
its buildings. This information has come in 
rather late, but it is highly probable that it will 
have the desired effect upon the appropriation 
committee. Ifthe matter is now pushed, a 
favorable report can be secured from the com- 
mittee, and its chances of passing the house 
are fair.

NEw York, April 9.—Roscoe Conkling’s 
condition changed for the worse last night and

recent blizzard, has extended to the brain. An 
operation was determined upon and as no time 
could be lost, it was performed this evening.

THE DEPENDENT PENSION BILL. 


Amendments Adopted in Committee by a 
Strict Party Vote. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The house commit- 
tee on invalid pensions, this morning took 
final action upon the senate bill kncewn as the 
dependent pension bill. Some verbal amend- 
ments. were made to the first section, 
relating to claims of dependent parents, but 
none of them materially changed the effect of 
the section. 

A substitute was adopted for the second 
section, which is the principal section of the 
bill. The substitute provides a pension for all 
persons who have served in the military or 
naval service of the United States for any 
period, and who have been honorably dis- 
charged, aud who are now, or who may hero- 
after be suffering from mental or physical dis- 
ability, not the result of their own vicious 
habits, which totally disabled them from the 
performance of manual labor, at the rate per 
month of one cent for every day’s war service. 
It further provides the same pension for all per- 
sons who are sixty-two years of gge or who 
may hereafter become sixty-two years of age 
for and during their natural lives. 

Section 3 was amended so as to provide that 
when the widow of any person who had served 
in the war and been honorably discharged is 
in acondition of dependence, or is sufferin 
from any disability recognized by the genera 
pension laws, or is sixty-two years of age, she 
shall be placed i poe the pension roli at the 
rate per month of one cent for every day’s war 
service of her husband. 

The fourth section was amended so as to 
make attorney’s fee for claims filed under the 
bill $5, instead of $10. 

The element of dependency placed in the 
Grand Army bill by the senate was eliminated, 
80 that all soldiers are to be pensioned for their 
services equally, without regard to their finan- 
cial cendition, and according to the per diem 
idea, 

The amendments were adopted by a strict 
party vote, the republicans favoring the pro- 
visions of the senate bill,so thatthe amended 
bill may be regarded as embodying a demo- 
cratic policy in the matter of pension legisla- 
tion. During consideration of the bill, Mr. 
Sawyer, of New York, offered an amendment 
to the substitute for the second section, pro- 
viding that soldiers who are in destitute cir- 
cumstances and totally disabled, shail be given 
a pension of twelve dollarsa month. 

Mr. Morril, of Kansas, offered a genera) 
per diem pension biJlas a substitute for the 
amended bill. Both these amendments were 
defeated by a party vote.

CALLED BACK. 


Cross and White 
Jail. 


THEY HAVE NOT LOST THEIRRELIGION, 


Bat Declare That Their Hearts Are in the 
Right Place—An Interesting Chap- 
ter—Other Criminal News. 


in Raleigh 


Raeien, N.C., April 9.—[{Special.]—This 
morning at 8 o’clock Charles E. Cross and 
Samrel G. White, the absconding president 
and cashier of the State National bank, of this 
city. arrived here in custody of Chief of Police 
Heartt and Deputy Rogers. The party were 
driven quietly tothe jail. Very few peeple 
were on the lookout, as it had been anneunced 
that Crors and White would not afrive until 
this afternoon. 

On their arrival at the jail the prisoners 
were locked up. They were permitted to see a 
few relatives. Three brothers-indaw of White 
and two of his church friends called. To one 
of the latter Whitesaid that amidst all his 
troubles he had not/lost his religion, He was 
told that a week ago his Sunday school class 
of young ladies had prayed forhim. White 
cried a good deal this morning. This 
afternoon both men were greatly affected. 
Both look worn out and broken down. White 
remarked that the plundered bank ought, 
with proper management in closing it up, pay 
from seventy to ninety cents on the dollar. 

Cross declares that the bank was broke all 
to pieces when he went in as president two 
years ago, and that the people in the bank 
knew it tobe so. Hesaid further that when 
the trial came off, and he went on the stand as 
a witness, all this would be revealed, and a 
great deal more. He asserted that some peo- 
ple here are sorry to see him and White back 
in Raleigh. He declared that he and White 
would prove their assertions by the books of 
the bank. 

There was no trouble whatever in bringing the 
prisoners here. They did‘mot require handcuffs. 
There was talk of a compromise by which 
they agreed to return. This wasall wrongly 
stated. They returned just asif extradited, 
to be tried upon the three indictments for for- 
gory found against them by the grand jury of 
Wake coufity, which were filed with the de- 
partment of stateat Washington. They merely 
saved the trouble of extradition. That was 
all. 

The bond of each was fixed by Judge Shipp, 
of Wake superior court, at fifteen thousand 
doilars. Efforts were made yesterday to se- 
cure the requisite bail, but were unavailing. 
They were renewed teday, but 
were equally futile, and the prospect 
is that both men _  ~will be in 
jail until the July term of the criminal court, 
to which they have been remanded. Some 
persons express a belief that they can’t be con- 
victed of forgery, but the majority say the evi- 
dence is direct and overwhelming, and their 
conviction a certainty. No reporters were ad- 
mitted to see the prisoners. Counsel for the 
latter said that they had no statements to 
make, and would make none until the trial 
was held, 

Efforts are being made to excite sympathy 
for them, but avail very little. Some of their 
friends says that astay in jail will be better 
for them in this respect than if they Were given 
liberty on bai]. The United States district at- 
torney who went to Toronto after the prison- 
ers, has not returned. He has in his possession, 
as acting receiver of the bank, the twenty-five 
thousand dollars found on the persons of the 
prisoners. ; 
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BESET BY STORMS, 

Nashville the Center of a “Washing” Rain 
—The Damage. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 9.—[Special.]— 
Tonight about seven o’clock, a terrific rain 
storm with high wind passed over this section. 
Reports from surrounding towns show an al- 
most unprecedented rainfall that washed away 
fences and in many cases drowned stock, but 
no loss of life is reported. The night train on 
the Chattanooga road came in muddy up to 
the platforms, having passed through two feet 
of water in rains in the Glen Cliff cut, afew 
miles from town. The night train on the St. 
Louis division went three miles in the driving 
storm, butJat Belle Mead found three hundred 
yards. of the track washed away, 
and had to return to the city. 
The wind seems to have done 
no harm, as no trees were blown down,but the 
enormous amount of water caused most of 
damage to be in the form of. washouts. In the 
city the streets were flooded, and all the low 
grounds were covered With water. In the low 
section on Line street, two frame houses were 
washed away and the families had to wade to 
save their lives. A bridge on Line sirezet,over 
Lick branch, was washed away and street 
car travel stopped. Where the new street 
railroad is being built in east Nashville, piles 
of cross-ties were floated several blocks.

THE TERMINAL QUARREL. 


The Rice-Libbey Pa Makes a Reply to the 
Circular of the Directors. 

New York, April 9.—Isaac L. Rice, speak- 

ing for himself and associates, dissects the 
lar which the present Terminal directors 

have issued tothe stockholders with an un- 
sparing hand, and insists that it is full of giar- 
ing inaccuracies an insinuations. He 
Says ‘that the circular insinuates that our com- 
mittee ig acting in the interest of the New 
York and Western, while the truth is that 
only one ef our committee has any in- 
terest in that property. The circular also 
speaks of the Te rminal territory being in- 
vaded by the Georgia Central. ‘No such in- 
v has occurred since the present owners 
of Georgia Central got hold of it, but I 
was appointed from the Terminal board 
to harmonize the relations existing between 
that company’s lines and the Georgia Central 
while Iwas a member of the Terminal direc- 
tory, which I succeeded in doing, and rates 
were then advanced in the interest of the fer- 
minal, LIrepeat we have never thought of 
selling the Georgia company to the Terminal 
sinply because we have never been willing to 
do 80, but we have been repeatedly ac 
by several members of the present Terminal 
beard to know on what terms the Georgia 
company could be bought, and we bave alway: 
rejected such overtures. We bought the 
Georgia company for investment, and propose 
to keep it. In answer to the suggestion to the 
cirenlar that we have any purpose of turning 
the Terminal over to any rival corpora- 
tion, we. insist that it is emphat- 
ically in that condition now. We 
claim that the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia is a vigorous rival, and it is notorious 
that the ruling spirits im..that corporation 
dominate the policy of the Terminal today. It 
is absurd for the present Terminal! directors to 
intimate that complaints of the management 
are chargeable to their predecessors. At the 
last election there were only four changes 
made, Messrs. Swann, Moss, McGeeand Hall 
being elected to succeed Messrs. Dow, Flagler, 
Christian and myself, and the new members 
only emphasized the powers that had previ- 
ously worry hence the board of this year is 
practically the same aslast. The directors’ 
circular claimed that it would have been bad 
policy for the Richmond and Danville to bor- 
row to pay the dividend on Terminal preferred 
stock, yet they did not hesitate; to force 
the Terminal company itself to borrow tho 
money, thereby jeopardizing its credit, while 
the Terminal owned nine tenths of the whole 
Danville stocks. The Terminal siffered from 
sharp practice when it bought the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia. By that pur- 
chase the Terminal was presumed to get a 
lute control of the East Tennessee, but the 
special committee which managed the nego- 
tiation failed to protect the Terminal company 
against acunning device which left the real 
control of the East Tennessee actually in the 
hands of the people who had sold it to us, and 
the committee bound the Terminal company to 
that arrangement without ever referring the 
matter back to the full board of directors for 
satisfaction.”’ ke 

Mr. Rice concluded by saying: 

“This is only a meagre outline of what we 
shall have to say in support of our position 
when the proper time comes.”’ 


PROCEEDINGS OF PARLIAMENT. 


Irish Members Object to the Payment of King 
Harman's Salary. 

Lonpon, April 9.—In the house of commons 
this evening, Sir James Ferguson, parliament- 
ary secretary of the foreign office, stated that a 
new loan amounting to $10,000,000 had been 
made by the Egyptian government. This loan, 
he said, would neither take precedence of nor 
laye any effect on the loans previously made.

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BOULANGER ELECTED. 


French Conservatives Alarmed Over the 
Situation of Affairs. 

Parts, April 9.—In the election yesterday to 
fillthe vacancy in the chamber of deputies 
from the department of Dordogne, General 
Boulanger was chosen. He received 59,500 
votes against 35,750 for M. Clerjonnie, oppor- 
tunist candidate. The result was unexpected, 
and has increased the uneasiness of the con- 
servatives, who declare that the Boulangist 
movement is a public danger, and urgent 
measures are demanded to check it. 

The Bonapartists assert that the result in 
Dordogne proves that the country demands 
the dissolution of the chamber of deputies and 
a revision of the constitution. 

General Boulanger refused to contest the 
seat for the department of Dordogne, but his 
friends forwarded his candidacy.

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A SHOTGUN 


Creates Quite an Excitement on 
Peachtree Street. 


A DIFFICULTY OVER A LITTLE DEBT. 


Mr. Henry Beermann Has a Difficulty With 
W. M. Land—A Serious 
Trouble Stepped. 


A double-barreled shotgun and two or three 
mad men created quite an excitement on De- 
catur street at Peachtree about seven o'clock 
last night. 

The shotgun was in the hands of Mr. Henry 
Beermann, and during the scene the muzzle 
was directed towards Mr. W. M. Land, the 
contractor at the Y. M. C. A. building. 

The gun was not fired, however. 

About seven o’clock Mr. Land entered Beer- 
mann and Silverman’s tobacco store. Mr. Beer- 
mann was behind the counter, and, grabbinga 
shotgun, ordered the contractor out. The gun 
was a dangerous-looking weapon and Mr. Land 
walked out of the store, Mr. Beermann com- 
ing after him with the gun in his 
hand. The people about the corner 
caught on quick and began erowding around, 
Some of them used their influence ta prevent 
& serious trouble, and succeeded finally in do- 
ing so. Thescene, in which the gun took the 
most prominent part, was the result of a mis- 
understanding between Mr. Land and the 
tobacconist.. It appears Mr. Land has become 
responsible for a bill at the store and 
failed to pay. ‘The tobacconist became 
impatient at the delay, and yesterday 
swore. out a warrant for Mr. Land, 
charging him with larceny after trust—the 
nature of the transaetion admitting of such a 
charge. Mr. Land was served with the wear- 
rant and became quite angry. He went to the 
tobagco store, but neither gentlemen was in. 
Later in the day, Mr. Beermann heard that 
Mr. Land had threatened him, and when the 
gentleman entered the store last uight the gun 
came. 

But there are two sides to the story, and here 
they are in the language of the two parties: 

MR. HARRY SILVERMAN’S STATEMENT. 

“Mr. W. M. Land is a contractor at the 
Young Men’s Christian association building, 
and Mr. Fontane is one of the laborers 
who worked there. Mr. Fontaine is one of 
our customers. About three months ago, Mr. 
Fontaine owed us a small bill, and when Mr. 
Land paid him off, Mr. Fontana asked him to 
hold batk the amount due Beermann & Silver 
man and hand it to us. Mr. Fontana ex- 
plained to me that Mr. Land would pay his bill. 

‘Time passed on and Mr. Land did not hand 
in the amount. He was asked for it several 
times and invaribly stated that he would settle 
up “tomorrow.” More time passed on but the 
particular ‘“‘tomorrow’’ to which Mr. Land 
referred did not show up. Neither did the 
money With which he had been entrusted for 
us. Mr. Fontana was notified of Mr. Land’s 
very treacherous memory in regard tothe pay- 
ment of the bill—and on the idea that 
Mr. Land had had ample time to turn over the 
money, swore out a warrant against Land this 
morning charging him with larceny after 
trust. Mr. Land heard of this and came to 
our place this afternoon during our absence in 
an indignant mood. When Mr. Beermann and 
I came in, our clerk said: 

‘‘Mr. Land has been here, Mr. Silverman. 
He is very mad and says that he intends to tix 

ou.”’ - 

Upon this Mr. Beermann and I went up to 
Land’s place of business and he said: 

“*T understand that there is a warrant 
against me for larceny after trust ?’ 

*“*T replied: 

‘* *There d#,.but the .paper has net.becn 
legally serveil upon you, and will not be so 
served if you will pay that bill.’’ 

‘He declined to pay it and we went back to 
our place. Later we heard that Mr. Laud 
had stated on the street that he intended to 
get a pistol at Clark’s hardware store and 

illme. When Mr. Beermann heard this he 
got his double-barreled shotgun and placed it 
behind the counter. About seven o'clock to- 
night Mr. Land appeared at the door and 
=— iu. Mr. Beermann grabbed the gun and 
said: 

‘‘Get out of here or I'll hurt you!”’ 

Land wanted to talk, but Beermann said: 

‘‘No, sir; get outof my store!”’ 

And when Land saw the gun he got out in 
pretty short order, That's about all I know 
about it. Yes, 1 think now- that the warrant 
against Mr. Land will be pressed."’ 

MR. LAND’S STATEMENT, 

‘*The whole thing grows out of a misunder- 
standing,’’ said Mr. ‘Land last night, “You 
see it was this way: I am superintendent of 
the* construction of the new Y ; ; 
building. Some time ago, about sixty days I 
should think, an Italian named Michael he 
tana who works forme drew an order on me 
for $8.50, in favor of Henry Silverman, to pa 
a bill he owed. That week I paid, at the Ital- 
ian’s request, only $5 of the amount, he claim- 
ing that he could not well afford to have it all 
taken out of his wages at once. That left 
$3.50 due, and I have tried a half a dozen— 

fes,(Ra dozen—occasions to pay that, 
ut every! time I have one 
to the store Silverman has en 
out. Nobody else there knew of the arrange- 
ment, and I could not pay anybody but Silver- 
man. 

“Well, I tried to see him and pay it, but 
couldn’t. Judge of my surprise today when I 
was informed that a warrant charging me with 
larceny after trust had been sworn out before 
Judge Tanner. I have lived here ten years 
and this is the first time anything of this kind 
has happened tome. Judge Tanner knew, of 
course, that I was al! right, and my word that 
I would appear at the time specified was all 
that was necessary. But I was mad. 
The idea of such a charge 
being made against me naturally riled me. 
Then Mr. Parrott, my employer, who had been 
summoned asa witness, sent forme to see 
what it was all about. When I left him I was 
madder still, but I realized that the affair was 
trifling and due to a misunderstanding, so I 
set out tosee if it conldn’t be rectified. At 
Beermann and Silverman’s corner, I inet the 
Italian Fontana. To him I said that the whole 
thing was due to a misunderstanding and sug- 

ested that we go in and settle the 

ebt. He and I started in the door, 
I had only gone a few steps, when Henry 
Beermann, who was standing behind the coun- 
ter,pushed thejmuzzle of a double-barreled gun 
toward me and said: 

‘* ‘Damn you, get out of here, 
quick.’ 

“*T protested, but he wouldn’t listen to me. 
Then I suggested that as he hadthe drop on 
me, and I was unarmed, the best thing for me 
to do was toget. This I did, passiug out the 
side door. 

“T have had nothing against Henry Beer- 
mann. The thing has been a misunderstand- 
ing all through. Cases charging us with dis- 
orderly conduct were made in the police court, 
and I suppose the recorder will look into the 
matter tomorrow.”’

The House Spends Another Day 
Calling the Roll. 


The Senate Discusses the Bill forthe Ad- 
mission of Dakota-Mr. Oates Gives 
Keasons fur the Fight in the House. 

Wasurncron, April 9.—The demand forthe 
regular order from Mr. Reed, of Maine, opened 
the sixth day’s contest over the direct tax bill, 
when the house met this morning at 11:45 in 
continuation of the session of Wednesday last. 

The speaker stated the regular order to be a 
vote upon the motion submitted by Mr. E. B. 
Tayler, of Ohio, thatthe house go into com- 
mittee of the whole upon the direct tax bill. 

Thereupon, Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, 
and Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, made dilatory mo- 
tions, and the first roll call of the calendar day 
was proceeded with. 

Until 2:30, the clerk continued tocal) the 
roll upon various dilatory motions submitted. 

At that hour the house found itself without 
a quorum, and Mr. Weaver moved au adjourn~ 
ment. Some interest was shown in this vote, 
as it would develop tle strength of the oppo 
sition to the measure and disclose whether 
there was any sign of weakening on the ,other 
side of the controversy. 

The motion was ‘defeated—yeas, 151; 
nays, 80. 

‘There being practically no change in rela- 
tive strength, a call of the house was then or- 
dered. 

Then followed hours of absolute stagnation 
of all business of any character. Even the 
familiar voice of the reading clerk was silent, 
and the house proceeded with proper diligeuce 
to do nothing. : 

About six o’clock Mr. Oates asked unani- 
mous consent to have a resolution read for in- 
formation, but he was promptly met with ob- 
jections from the republican side. 

Following is the text of the resolution:

ing status be postponed unttl such committee 
report. 

Subsequently Mr. Wheeler asked consent to 
offer a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee to ascertain what amount of the 
sum proposed to be paid ont will inure to the 
benefit of the people, and how much isto be 
paid to claim agents. Objection was made. 

At 7:30 the sergeant-at-arins appeared and 
reported that of twenty-five members absent 
without leave, twenty were out of the city, 
and the other five could not be found. He 
was directed to continue his search. 

Ata few minutes before 9 o’clock, further 
proceedings under call were dispensed with, 
and Mr. T. J. Campbell, of New York, moved 
as an amendment to two pending motions for 
ashort recess, thatthe house take a recess 
until 11:45 tomorrow morning. 

In order to prevent a vote being taken on 
this proposition, Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkan- 
sas, revived the tactics he had resorted toa 
few days ago, and moved that Mr. McKenney, 
of New Hampshire,be excused from voting. 

Mr. Burrows objected on the point of order 
that it was not competent for one member to 
move that another be excused. 

Mr. Dibbie contended that the privilege of a 
member to be excnsed was defensive in its 
nature and could not bein order unless the 
same process was proceeding against the 
member or to cOmpel him to vote, 

The speaker pro tem (Hatch of Missouri) 
said he hadfnofhesitancy in deciding the point 
of order which had so recently been decided 
by Speaker Carlisle. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, appealed from 
the decision, pending which Mr. Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky, moved to adjourn. 

Mr. Weaver, of Texas, moved that when 
the house adjourn it -be to méet Wednesday 
next, and Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, 
that when it adjourn it be till Thursday. 

The first amusement of the evening was af- 
forded by Mr. Symes, of Colorado, who rising 
to a parliamentary inquiry queried why it was 
that the time of the house could be frittered 
away, but at this point he was cut short in his 
question by shouts of ‘‘louder,” which con- 
tinued for several minutes, every pause in the 
uproar being taken advantage of by Mr. Symes 
with his persistent inquiry, ‘‘Why is it that 
you can fritter away the time of the house?’ 

He was not permitted to conclude his ques- 
tion in peace, but above shouts of laughter 
and “louder,’’ his vaice was heard to demand 
why the time should be fretted away in an at- 
tempt toexcuse members from voting, when 
there was no rule of the house requiring him 
to do so.

The Senate Takes Up the Bill for the Terri- 
tory’s Admission. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Among the petitions 
and memorials presented in the senate and re- 
ferred was one ffoim the publishers and others, 
of New York, for tlie passage of the house bil! 
for the istue of fractional paper currency of 
the denominations of ten, fifteen and twenty- 
five cents ; end: several in faver of an inter- 
national copyright Jaw from typographical 
unions in various states. 

Mr. Payno, from‘ the conmittee on foreign 
relations, reported a joint resolution atcepting 
the invitation of the Belgian government to 
percepts in the international exhibition at 

srusseis, and appropriating $30,000 for that 
purpose. Passed. 

The military academy appropriation bil) 
was’ reported back from the appropriations 
committee and placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Teller, from the committee on atents, 
reported back the house bill to give validity to 
certain patents for inventions that were irreg- 
ularly issued (being signéd by the Second 
Assistant Secretary of Interior Hawkins, in- 
stead of by the secretary himself.) Passed. 

Mr. George, from the judiciary committee, 
reported back adversely the bill to extend the 
time for claims for French spoliations. Placed 
on the calendar. 

A conference report on the house joint reso- 
fation for the purchase of -lands necessary for 
locks and dams in the Cumberlaud river was 
presented and agreed to. 

Mr. Morrill gave notice that he would, on 
Wednesday next, addtess the senate on the 
president’s anntal message, and Mr, Coke 
gave a like notice for Thursday.

Without any further vote on the bill or 
amendment, the bill was laid aside, and ‘‘un- 
finished business” was taken up, being the bill 
to provide for the admissjon of the state of 
Dakotainto the union, and for the organiza- 
tion of the territory of Lincoln. 

The substitute reported from the committee 
on territories tothe origina] bill, establishes 
the boundaries of the proposed state, and des- 
ignates the remaining portions of the present 
territory as the territory of North Dakota, (nct 
Lincoln) with Bismarck as the capital. 

Mr. Platt, chairman of the committee on 
territories, said that the bill was one of four 
witch had been reported by the committee on 
territories for the admission of new states. It 
provided for the admission of the southern 
vart of Dakota under the constitution already 

ormed. Three bills were act for the ter- 
ritories of Washington, Montana and the 
northern portion of Dakota. Suggestions, he 
said, had Seen made against the use of the 
names of North Dakota and South Dakota. 
The conditions. were such thatthe name of 
Dakota could not be taken away from either 
portion of the territory without injustice. and 
without doing violence to the feelings and 
wishes of, he believed, every inhabitant in the 
territory. To give some other name than 
Dakota toa portion of the territory. would be 
something ike the authorities of a 
town going into a family and 
insisting on iving to its 
members other names than those they had re- 
ceived from their parents.. It would be as un- 
justasto attempt to change the name of 
North Carolina or South Carolina, The pro- 
posed state of South Dakota had a population 
of 400,000. He thought that they had a right 
to be admitted as a state in time to participate 
in the next presidential election. he present 
territory, Mr. Platt said, was too large for one 
state. It was 420 miles long from north to 
south, and 400 miles wido from east to west. 
It was very much larger than England, Ire- 
land, Scotiand and Wales; and, aside from its 
non-commercial qualities, capable of sustain- 
ing as large a population. The area of these 
countries amounted to 122,000 square miles; 
that of Dakota to 149,000. It was as large, 
practically, as the states of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Maryland and Virginia 
combined ; as large as all New Encland, New 
York and New Jersey; larger than Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois combined. The proposed 
stato of South Dakota would be 77,000 square 
miles, and that was certainly large enough for 
an agricultural state. As to the suggestion 
made at the last session that the cutting up of 
territories into numerous states would convert 
the senate into a mob, he replied that it was 
better that the senate should be so enlarged as 
to represent the popular will, and to feel the 
popular pulse than’ that a state should be ad- 
mitted so large as to have an abnormally large 
representation in the house of representatives. 

Mr. Butler obtained the floor and the bill 
went over till tomorrow. 

A message from the president relative to the 
purchase of landsin Florida on which to lo- 
cate tlie Seminole Indians was presented and 
referred to the committee on Indian affairs. 

After executive session the senate adjourned. 


CAUSE OF THE DEADLOCK, 


Mr, Cates Makes a Statement About the Dim 
culty. 

WASHINGTON, April 9,—Mr, Oates, who has 
taken the leading part in the‘fight against the 
direct tax bill, makes the following statement 
of the reasons which influence the opponents 
of the bill, and their conduct in opposing its 
consideration: 

‘First, the action of the committee on rules 
on Monday last,in presenting to the house 
resolutions assigning days for the consideration 
of bills reported from committees, in which it 
required that senate bill 139, (the direct tax) 
shoald be considered and disposed of before 
any other measure reported by the judiciary 
committee should receive consideration, was 
unprecedented, In no other instance wassuch 
action ever taken by the committee 
on rules, and while I do not 
like to question the motive 
of anyone, yet this action was so extra- 
ordinary as to induce the belief on the minds 
of many persons opposed tothe bill that there 
was a fixed purpose in thus placing it in front 
of all other business with the view of forcing 
its passage. The billis of republican origin, 
and is believed to be the pioneer of many 
others, constitnting a scheme to revive old 
war claims and thereby deplete the trensury of 
its surplus; and to diminish pro rato the force 
of the otherwise unanswerable argument 
which that surplus presents in favor of a re- 
duction of tariff duties and other war taxes, 
which are at this time so unnecessarily bur- 
densome to the people and detrimental to 
the general welfare. 

“Second, we deny that congress has any 
power or right to appropriate money from the 
treasury for distribution among the states and 
Such a thing has never been done, 
and there is no precedent for itin the whole 
history of congressional legislation. The only 
time it was ever attempted was in 1836, and it 
was then abandoned as _ mnconstitutional ; 
and recotirse had to the loan act of that date. 

‘3, The passage of this bill would be tanta- 
mount to the legislative declaration that there 
is no limit or constitutional inhibition on con- 
gressinthe matter of the appropriation of 
public money; that the power of congress is 
unlimited and discretionary. It would be a 
usurpation tending to sap the foundation of 
the republic, and violative of the fundamental 


| principles of the democratic party. 


“4. If congress had the right, which advo- 
cates of the bill assert, to reimburse and repay 
the states and people money lawfully collected 
in the way of taxation, it necessarily implies 
the right to ery and collect taxes in cither of 
the forms afforded by the constitution for the 
purpose of raising thoney with which to make 
such reimbursement or repayment—a _ doc- 
trine both absurd and dangerous. 

“O. The bill is neither equitable nor just to 
those who actually paid out taxes, because it 
provides for the distribution ot money to the 
states aud territories equal to the wholenmount 
collected in each regardless of the Shifting of 
population during the last twenty-seven years. 

“6. This bill has provoked an agitation in 
favor of refunding the cotton tax, but no bill 
has been brought forward and pressed for that 
purpose. I gave notice, which I now recall, 
that if this bill is to be passed, I will 
at the proper time offer that amend- 
ment. We could at any time 
since the -consideration of this bill 
began, have allowed it to procecd to the point 
in committee of the whole when wo might 
have offered any amendment we saw proper ; 
but our opposition to the bill is suchthat no 
amendment which can be adopted, except it 
be to strike out the enacting clause, can make 
it acceptable tous. This bill is not before the 
house according to its rules and in the 
usual course of procedure. It has not been 
reached in its order on the calendar, but 
has, by an unusual report from the 
committee on rules, been placed before 
all other business and held there to the exclu- 
sion of all other business.. In a matter in- 
volving such vital principles of constitutional 
government as this bill involves, and in which 
the people are tenfold more deeply interested 
than in the distribution among the states of 
any amount of money from the federal 
treasury, we fecl that it is our duty, though in 
the minority, to resort to every legislative 
means which the house allows.”’

Recent attempts, having beenmade to drag 
the Farmers’ Alliance into polities, the “Alli- 
ance Advocate,’’ the Georgia organ of the or- 
der, says: 

Some hewspapers are disposed to encouraze alli- 
auce mcn to go into politics, and they are laying 
the very foundation for the order to be wrecked and 
robLed of its usefulness when they doso. We take 
issue with our respected conteniperary, the Talbot- 
ton New Era, which says: 

‘I]t is periectly evideut toall who have watched 
the progress of the Farmers’ Alliance that it was 
originally organized for the purpose of benefitting 
those engaged in agriculiure. Thisis a laudable 
purpose, and the New Era bas previously advocated 
it, deserves to be highly commended. The recoz- 
nized strength of this order is now beginning to en- 
gage the attention of state politicians; and Macbeth 
displayed no more consternation and fear when the 
ghost of Banquo rose teicre him than do 
the politicians show when questioned as 
to the probable attitude of the alliance 
men in rezard to politics. That the alli- 
ance will soon be able to control the politics of 
Georgia is Low evident. Unless some unforseen 
accident should impede its remarkable progress, its 
State membership will very soon constitute a ma- 
jority of the democrats 1n the state, and then it will 
be the duty of the alliance to become to some ex- 
tent, a politicai organization. The politics of Geor- 
gia demands the attention of the good people of 
this state, and if the Farmers’ Alliance should find 
itself ina position to reconstriict the politics of the 
state, it will be derelict in its duty to the public at 
large, should it decline to use its power."’

Here is an illustration: Not 
many years aco the grange movement swept the 
country likeacyclone. Old broken down political 
hacks got into the order and used it to 
prize themselyes- into high places. Some 
into the legislature, some into the governor's 
chair and othersinto conzress, and where did the 
eTange movement go? Jt went tothe devil at light- 
ning speed and there is rota corporal’s guard left 
ofthem. The farmers were the ones who snifered. 
The politicians gotall they wanted. They were 
not identified with the woiking man and had no 
sympathiesin common with him. Now let them 
learn a Valuable lesson from the past experience. 
Alliance men who haye the capacity have as much 
right toask for an office as anybody else, but they 
should aj peal to the public atlarge and nottothe 
alliance in particular.. Lut it would be better for 
the orderif leaders would eschew politics altogether 
anil work to benefit the farmers in a mate- 
rial Way. Our farmers are too poor as 
a class, to devote their energiesto anything, €xcept 
to the rehabilitation their lost fortunes and redeem 
their credit. Thereisanother class we desire to 
warn farmers against. They are business men who 
get into the order for gain and nothing else. They 
profess to be great friends of farmers, and who haye 
already amassed cotossal fortunes by selling goods 
at extortionate prices and. loaning money at a 
ruinous rate of interest. They will drop in and 
essay to be leadersin the new move, when they 
care Lo more about its success than a black man in 
Africa. They are wolves in sheeps’ clothing, and 
will devour somebody before they kuow it.  Re- 
gnember, and digest this note of warning.

The investigation and discussion follow- 
ing the attempt of the “‘pure’’ lard manu- 
facturers to crush out a new and promising 
southern industry by imposing a tax on cot- 
ton seed of] have not panned out to the sat- 


* Ysfaction of those disinterested patiiots. 


. Indeed, the investigation, with its atten- 
dent exposures, is somewhat in the nature 

_of a boomerang, and it is safe to say that if 
the manufacturers of ‘‘pure’’ lard were well 
out of the tangle into which their greed has 
led them, they would hesitate a long time 
before they ventured to attack a perfectly 
legitimate industry. 

As our readers know the exposure of 
these manufacturers of so-called ‘‘pure’’ 
lard has been complete. The investigation 
which their frantic lobbying brought about 
has uncovered a great many facts that the 
‘‘pure’’ lard manufacturers would prefer to 
hide. 

One fact stands out above all the rest, so 
far as the issue that has been made is con- 
cerned, namely, that refined cotton seed oil 
isa perfectly pure and healthy article df 
food. There have been no witnesses to de- 
ny this. The persons summoned in behalf 
of those who desire to cripple the cotton 
seed oil industry have testified almost to a 
man that they do not regard the oil delete- 
tious as an article of food. 

This is also the testimony of the experts 
who were examined. ‘They all unite in say- 
ing that cotton seed oil isa perfectly healthy 
vegetable product, It has been proved that, 
in its highest form, it is fully the equal of 
olive oil, and it has also been proved that if 
any adulteration ensues from the mixture of 
lard with refined cotton seed oil, it is the 
oil that is adulterated. 

It has been demonstrated before the com- 
mittee having the investigation in charge 
that cotton seed oi), although a compara- 
tively new food product, is healthy and 
pure, There is no temptation to adultcrate 
it, for it is as cheap now asit could be made 
by adulteration. 

Another fact that has been brought out 
by the investigation has been charged by 
Tuer CoNstTiruTION for many years, and 
that is that the so-called pure lard of com- 
merce is not unfrequently made from chol- 

- era-sick hogs, from the offal of hogs, and 
from hogs that are smothered and dic in 
transit. The testimony of pork-packers be- 
fore the committee is clear on this point; 
and it shows, moreover, that cholera-sick 
hogs are not only stewed down for the fat 
they may happen to contain, but that they 
are cut up, salted down and shoved into the 
meat trade, principally in the south. 

The exposures that have been made are 
certain to hurt the pork-packing business, 
and they ought to hurt it. Itis a business 
that is not only full of fraud, but it is a con- 
tinual threat to the life and health of the 
people of this country. It is charged that 
in a pen not very far from St. Louis there 
were recently 50,000 to 100,000 hogs sick 
with cholera, and there is no evidence to 
show that they were not stewed up into 
**pure’’ lard and sold for meat. 

In fine, the investigation has developed a 
very peculiar state of affairs in the pork- 
packing and lard stewing business, and the 
St. Louis Republican no doubt represents 
the views of all the disinterested patriots 
concerned in it, when it says that ‘‘the 
sooner all parties connected with the so- 
called ‘pure lard’ investigation drop out 
of view the better it will be for all 
these lines of trade.’”’ This is. what 
Tne CONSTITUTION said two months 
ago. The whole question which the manu- 
facturers of hog’s fat have raised belongs to 
the states, and it ought to be left there,

Zhe Unknown Quantity in French Politics 

Within less than a century France has 
been three times a republic. Her first ex- 
periments in that line were not very satis- 


factory, and her present venture, now some 


sixteen years old, does not promise to be 
permanent. 

Just now the republic is trembling be- 
tween two evils—a new ministry and Gen- 
eral Boulanger. In other words, she suf- 


fers the disadvantage of having a crowd of 


little men in office and one big man out of 
office. The evident disposition of the peo- 
pie to elect General Boulanger to the cham- 
ber of deputies is a dangerous sign. It is 
true that the general’s enemies sneer at 
him. They call him “the god of the music 
halls,’’ and compare him to the rifig master 
ina circus, but all this simply means that 
the gallant soldier is rather theatrical, and 
fond of glare arid glitter and applause. 
These charges will apply with equal truth 
to almost every great Frenchman. Danton, 
Mirabeau,; LaFayette and the two Napo- 
leons. were fond of posing in the fierce 
white light of public notoriety. If they 
succeeded by employing theatrical sensa- 
tions in public life, why should not Bou- 
Janger succeed? 
© “Phe trouble is, that nobody knows exact- 
ly what there is in this mysterigus man. 
He may be well fitted to sway the destinies 
of France, or on the other hand he may be a 
mere holiday soldier. It will take time to 
show his capacity or incapacity, but in the 
present state of affairs it is enough to know 
that the French are dissatisfied, and they 
look to Boulanger to set everything right. 
There is even talk of making him president, 
although the fact carmot be disguised that 
his aggressive policy would precipitate the 
country into a war with Germany. 
Taking it for granted that all these things 
will come to pass, what then? A glance at 
‘the origin of the second em 
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title of emperor to a popular vote and in 
this way mounted the throne. Throughout 
the whoie business he was hampered by no 
scruples, as his coup d’ etat very plainly 
showed. That Boulanger is sharp enough 
to profit by the lessons of this successful 
adventurer’s career it is easy to believe. 
That he will be able to run through the en- 
fire programme with eclat is doubtful. But 
all this remains to be seen.

John Sherman and the Presidency. 

The astute seriator from Ohio who is now 
listening to the buzz of a presidential bee, 
is going to have a very strong following at 
the Chicago convention, and heis outgen- 
eraling all of his competitors in his manipu- 
lation of the wires which will move the Con- 
vention. 

Just now it is apparent that Mr. Sherman 
is engaged in looking after the delegates 
from the south, which section, while devoid 
of interest in national elections on account 
of its solidity, yet plays a most important 
part in the conventions of both parties. Mr. 
Sherman realizes the fact that the three 
hundred yotes of the south would be a very 
strong nucleus for his snpport in the 
Chicago convention, and as he deems him- 
self the very man, who above all others, is 
entitled to this vote, he is seeing to it that 
his interests are being well eared for. He 
counts on the vote of the south for several, 
reasons—first, becanse he thinks that his 
participation in the electoral frauds of 1876 
gives him a prestige with the colored repub- 
licans which no other candidate can over- 
come; and again, because he believes that 
his bloody shirt policy has made its impress 
with the republican leaders of the south, 
who are hunting for a job and are not par- 
ticular how they come, Mr. Sherman’s 
emissaries have used these arguments to ad- 
vantage in the south, and on this platform 
he has just captured the Mississippi econven- 
tion, and will in all probability get the 
votes of most of the southern states, But 
what will this avail, Mr. Sherman? The 
New York Sun presents the question fairly, 
when it says: 

John Sherman may get what e’ation he can from 
the uneertain and yenal support of the representa- 
tives or misrepresentatives of the rotten boroughs 
of republicanism.

DISPENSING JUSTICE. 


News of Interest From the Various Federal 
and State Courts. 

The supreme court yesterday delivered an 
opinion affirming the judgment of the supericr 
court of Chatham county in the case of 
Thomas Fogarty,charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder. 

The case is one full of interest. 

About a year ago, a druggist of Savannah, 
named E. J. Keifer, prosecuted Fogarty 
in the police court at Savannah for disorderly 
conduct. After the trial Fogarty armed him- 
self with a pistol, and, proceeding to Keiffer’s 
store, fired every barrel of the weapon at him. 
Four dullets struck the man. He was desper- 
ately wounded, but after suffering a long time 
he recovered. 

Fogarty was indicted for assault with 
intent to murder, and after an exciting trial, a 
mistrial was made. In a short time he was 
tried again. 
sentenced to ten years in the penitentiary. A 
motion for new trial was then made, but was 
refused by the judge in the court below, and 
the case was appealed to the supreme court. 

This motion for new trial contains forty- 
two grounds, the principal one 
ting forth that. Fogarty was 
atihicted with epilepsy and that at the time of 
the shootling his reasom was dethroned. In 
their decision ailirming the judgment of the 
court below the supreme conrt says 
that the act of Fogarty was an _ ont- 
rageous attempt at assassination, and that the 
defense did not come up to theelaw which 
defines mental alienation. 

Fogarty was refused a newtrial, and the 
oullook is that he will have to scrve ten years 
in the penitentiary.

Dear Sir—Your letter isat band asking us to ex- 
amine two specimens of life insurance policies, ac- 
tually issued and now in foree on your life. one is- 
sued by the New York Life Insurance Co., and one 
by the Ejuitable Life Assurance Society, both of 
date in the year 18:7; “As thoroughly as we would 
the title to two pieces of real esiate. submitied for 
Our consideration, and to give you our legal opinion 
of the relative security acquired under each by the 
insured, and the certainty of payment, free from ail 
Pp ssible legal technicalities and the complications 
resulting from the character of death, or the-an- 
swers to the questions contained in the applications 
upon which the policies themsglves are based~’ 
We have made the examination requested by you, 
and now give youthe result. 

The value of any contract to pay money depends 
upon what the payee is required to do in order to 
obtain the money. From thts point of view, the 
ideal life insurance policy would be a promise to 
pay a certain sum of money on the death of an 
individual to a person named in the policy, upon 
the sole condition that the individual insured 
should die, and that the premiums of insurance 
should be paid whenaue. The more conditions 
that are added toa policy of this sort, the less valu- 
able the policy becomes; and when those condi- 
tions give the insurer the right to go behind the 
policy and to inquire into the facts and the state- 
ments made or that oug'it to have been made at the 
time the policy was taken out, or give him the right 
to inquire into the manner and cause of the death, 
the assured when he dies, is liable to transmit a 
lawsuit to his heirs. With these principles in view, 
l€t us examine the polices in quesion. 

The Equital le Poe icy. 

The yarious restrictive conditions contained in 
this policy are all limited as to time, to-wit: 

1, Travel, residence and occupation are re- 
stricted for one year. 

2. The death by self-destruction, sane or insane, 
and death in consequence of a duel, or of a viola- 
tion of law, are restricted to one year. 

3. Untrue statements in the aj plication for the 
policy avoid it; but such untrue statements must be 
discovered by the insurer within two years, and 
notice thereof given to the assured within that 
time, . 

It willthus be seen that fora limited period 
which in no event exceeds two years, this policy is 
like the ordinary life insurance policy in its condi- 
tions and restrictions. Butthe face of the policy 
contains the clause: 


“And the said society does here- 
by further promise and agree that 
after two years from the date hereof, 
the only conditions which shall be 
binding upon the holder of this pol- 
icy are, that he shall pay the pre- 
miums at the times and places, and 
in the manner, herein stipulated, 
and that the-regulations of the soci- 
ety as to age and service In war 
shall be observed, and that in all 


‘othcr respects if the policy matures 


after the expiration of said two 
years, this policy shail be indisput- 


able.” 


This clause makes this policy approach the ideal 
stendard of an insurance policy, It,by the consent 
ofthe parties, introduces a legal and equitable 
statuteof limitations, as it were, the fulfilment of 
which cures a!l nullities, wipes out all conditions 
and shuts the door to all coutroversey, and makes 
the policy as absolute in its terms as a pol ¢; of this 
sort can be made. 

The statute of limitations established by law 
whereby a man’s property is secured from attack, 
and from adverse ¢ciaim of title, is declared by .the 
law-writers to be a beneficent statute, andone of the 
securest props to civilization and to society. The 
introduction of this wis. principle into life insur- 
ance policies is in our opinion, the greatest stride of 
progress that has yet been made in the business,and 
cannot fail to redound to the mutual benefit of the 
iusurer. and the iusured—of the insurer by the 
enormous increase that it must bring in business — 
of the assured, by the additional security that it af- 
fords him. 

When a man who haspaid his premiums promptly, 
comes to die, with a policy of this sort upon his life 
ror the benefit of his wife and children, it cannot 
but bz: an overwhelming satisfaction to him to know 
that the moncg is obsolutely due upon his death. 
and that no dispute can arise about the obligution 
of the company to pay. 

The New York Life Policy. 


UNDER this policy the limit of the restriction 
upon travel, residence and occupation except by 
the consent of the company, is fixed at two years, 
but the company does not AT ANy TIME assume the 
risk of death whilc the assured is engaged in the 
manufacture of gunpowder, dynamite,and other ex- 
plosive substances, Death in a duel, or death in 
violation of law, absolutely and AT ANY TIME, annul 
the policy. The te.m “death in violation of law,” 
is a very broad ong, an« the full extent of its mean- 
ing is not yet settled by the courts, It certainly 
covera the cise of a person who is executéd 
under condemnation by a court of justiee, and :t 
has been held that it covers the case ofa yerson who 
is killed in an affray, or killed while making an 
assault upon another. In oar southern country, 


‘where menare hgh-tempered and prone to the 


use of weapons wien they become angered, this is 
a clause whieh could Le made productive of much 
trouble, 

Moreover, this policy hasin full force the most 
objectionable features of the old-style life insurance, 
to wit: it makes the application for the policy a 
part of the policy, it makes the statement made by 
the assured in the .application, warranties; and 
if any of the statements age untrue it avoids 
the policy, and the company is at liberty to 
set upany of these warranties AT ANY TIME, In 
other words, the polity may run twenty years and 
the companymay defend at the end of twenty years 


“and avoid the; o!it¢y by showing that some of the 


statements made by the assured were untrue. A 
conspicuous example of the operation of this de- 
fense appears in the case of Dwight vs the Ger- 
mania dife Insumance com y, 103, New York, p. 
341. Im answer to the question: “Is the party now, 
or has Be ever been engagedin any way in the re- 
tailing of algobolie liquors?” Mr. Dwight inad- 
yertently said no, when in truth and in fact he bad 


at one time been the propriefor of a hotel to which 
was Connected a wife-room, where liquors were re- 
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tafled. The court of appeals of New York held that | 


his answer to this question was a warranty, and 
that the mis-statement, avoided the polivy; and this 
is the settled law of life insurance in America. 

Nay more, this application contains a broad war- 
ranty that “no circumstance or information has 


health or babits of life of the assured with which 
the New York Life Insurance conspany ovGHut TO BE 
MADE ACQUAINTED.” Ali facts are relative in their 
importance. Time only can tell whether they are 
important or not. While no man can look into the 
future with the clearness of vision that he can into 
the past, there is an unavoidable tendency ia men 
to say ‘“‘if I had known so and so, I would not have 
done so and so,”’ when In all probability knowledge 
at the time would have made no difference 
in their conduct, because they would not 
have perceived the part the facets were to 
play in the chain of causation. As an American 
humorist puts it, It is very easy to substitute ‘hind- 
sight’ for ‘foresight,’ and no man can contradict 
you,” 

This clause ejther means something or it means 
nothing. Ifit means nothing it ought to be erased, 
If it means something, that meaping is indefinite 
and douttful, and therefore dangerous, doubly dan- 
gerous, because the insurer docs not disclose what 
interpretation he puts on ft im eaeh case until after 
the death of the assured and pay day comes. 

The beneficent principle of a statute of limitations 
on the defenses which the company may sect up to 
avoid the policy finds no place in the New York life 
policy at all.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 


CHICAGO, April 9—[Specia).}—The- bulls, who 
have had a hard time of it in the provision pit for 
several months, came to the front in surprisingly 
good form for those who have been called on so ex- 
cessively for margins, and not only turned the ta- 
bies upon the bears, but drove them to cover ata 
lively rate. Outsiders, who have let pork severely 
alone for a long time, also fell in with the numerous 
buying orders. Many new faces were also seen in 
the pit. A firm which hasbeen the recognized head 
of the bull party, was ready to take cash pork on 
May contracts,and pay for it and exchange 5,000 
barrels May for an equal quantity of cash at $13.89 
with the packing company, It was also rumored 
that a local bank had offered to loan the firm $1 {000,000 
necessary to carry the deal through. The officials 
of the bank, however, are noted for their close 
acuteness, «nd even if they were willing to loan any 
such amouat, they would not be apt to tell of it. 
The story had the effect of scaring bears into coy- 
ering, and the price for May advanced from $12, 40 to 
$13.00, hung around that figure for a time,‘then sud- 
denly started upward. A good many stop orders 
at $13.50 and above, but broke and were unable to 
cover at the limit, as the market was decidedly one- 
sided, and advanced to $14.00 with hardly a reac- 
tion. A recession to $13.82 followed, but prices 
regain touched $14.00 and the market closed firm, 
aiter slight fluctuations, at $14.00—an advance of Soc 
over last Saturday's closing. The large bears traded 
freely, and bought and sold on the way up, but 
bought more than they sold. Shortribs were active 
and closed 10c higher. Lard was quiet at 7.58@7.65, 

The grain pits were fairly active with a firm feel- 
ing and steady prices at opening, followed by slight 
declinesin all directions before noon, Receipts 
were about as estimated, and the visible supply tig- 
ures showed the expected decrease.
